The  Esther  B.  O’Keeffe  Gallery  Building 

The  Esther  B.  O’Keeffe  Gallery  Building  houses  both  an  art 
gallery  and  a  700-seat  auditorium.  The  art  gallery  showcases 
art  exhibitions  throughout  the  season  and  the  Walter  S. 
Gubelmann  auditorium  features  concerts,  lectures  and  films. 


The  Fitz  Eugene  Dixon  Education  Building 

The  Four  Arts’  newest  addition,  the  Fitz  Eugene  Dixon 
Education  Building,  will  open  in  February  20 1 3.  The 
building  will  feature  spacious  classrooms,  an  art  studio, 
a  75-seat  seminar  room,  a  demonstration  kitchen  and 
a  state-of-the-art  auditorium.  The  building  will  also 
feature  an  artist’s  studio  apartment,  part  of  an  innovative 
new  “artist-in-residence”  program  to  be  launched  in  2013. 
This  will  enable  The  Four  Arts  to  welcome,  each  season,  a 
visiting  artist  -  a  painter,  composer,  or  writer  -  who  will 
live  and  work  among  us,  teach  classes,  explain  works  in 
progress,  and  help  us  unlock  our  own  creativity. 


The  Gioconda  and  Joseph  King  Library 

The  Society’s  original  building,  designed  in  1 936  by  architect 
Maurice  Fatio,  now  houses  the  King  Library.  The  library,  which 
contains  more  than  75,000  books,  periodicals,  videotapes, 
DVDs,  CDs  and  audiobooks,  serves  as  the  library  for  the 
Town  of  Palm  Beach.  The  library  is  open  to  all  visitors  without 
charge;  borrowing  privileges  may  be  obtained  for  a  small  annual 
membership  fee.

Once  the  Embassy  Apartment  Building,  the  Rovensky 
Administration  Building  was  renovated  in  the  mid-1990s 
and  is  now  home  to  staff  offices,  the  Children’s  Library 
and  Campus  on  the  Lake  programs.

The  Four  Arts  Children’s  Library 

The  Children’s  Library  is  located  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
John  E.  Rovensky  Administration  Building.  We  invite  children 
to  borrow  books,  use  computers  and  enjoy  special  event 
programs  free  of  charge.  The  Mary  Alice  Fortin  Children’s  Art 
Gallery  features  exhibitions  of  special  interest  to  young  people 
throughout  the  year.  From  October  through  April,  the  Children’s 
Library  offers  free  story  time  programs  for  preschool  children 
most  Mondays  and  Thursdays.  Family  story  time  programs  are 
presented  on  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month  during  the  season 
(November  through  April).  No  reservations  are  required  for  story 
times.  Programs  for  school-aged  children  are  offered  during  the 
season  on  select  weekdays  and  Saturdays. 


The  Philip  Hulitar  Sculpture  Garden,  on  the  corner  of 
Royal  Palm  Way  and  Cocoanut  Row,  is  an  elegant  park 
which  was  recently  remodeled  by  the  Society  to  be  a 
showplace  for  Palm  Beach.  Visitors  are  invited  to  stroll 
through  the  grounds,  enjoying  the  natural  beauty  of  the 
landscaping  and  the  carefully  selected  sculptures.  Two 
beautiful  fountains  accent  the  north  and  south  ends  of 
the  garden.  Benches  and  chairs  provide  the  ideal  spot  for 
enjoying  conversation  or  a  good  book.

If  you  happen  to  stand  in  front  of  something  beautiful  in  Bucks 
County,  Pennsylvania,  chances  are  an  artist  has  been  there 
before  you,  and  somewhere  you’ll  find  a  painting  or  a  drawing 
that  conveys  the  artist’s  feelings  about  the  place. 

Creative  people  often  want  to  live  and  work  in  areas  that 
inspire  them,  and  in  Bucks  County  the  main  source  of  inspiration 
was  the  region’s  picturesque  pastures,  streams,  quarries, 
farmhouses,  and  colonial  villages.  But  there  were  other  reasons 
why  visual  artists  congregated  there.  Many  appreciated  the 
convenient  location,  close  to  New  York  City  and  Philadelphia. 

Some  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  respected  teachers  and  friends. 
Others  were  drawn  to  the  atmosphere  of  tolerance  that  is  rooted 
in  the  county’s  Quaker  tradition. 

While  Bucks  County  was  home  to  a  number  of  important 
artists  early  in  the  1 9th  century,  the  real  story  began  in  1 898, 
when  two  nationally  known  landscape  painters  arrived  there: 
Edward  W.  Redfield  and  William  L.  Lathrop.  Their  presence  started 
to  attract  other  artists,  and  within  a  few  years  an  art  colony  began 
to  form  along  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  River,  centered  in  the 
village  of  New  Hope.  Like  Redfield  and  Lathrop,  many  of  these 
artists  had  prominent  careers,  and  they  came  to  be  known  for  a 
style  of  landscape  painting  called  Pennsylvania  Impressionism. 

Founded  in  1 988,  the  James  A.  Michener  Art  Museum 
has  become  an  important  center  for  scholarship  about  the 
Pennsylvania  Impressionist  movement,  and  is  home  to  the  most 
extensive  institutional  collection  of  works  from  this  school. 
“Painting  the  Beautiful”  features  more  than  50  of  the  finest 
Pennsylvania  Impressionist  paintings  in  both  public  and  private 
hands,  and  represents  a  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity  to  see 
these  masterpieces  of  American  landscape  painting.

This  exhibition  includes  the  75  most  prestigious  holdings  of  the 
Beaverbrook  Art  Gallery  of  New  Brunswick,  Canada.  Featuring 
five  centuries  of  painting  masterpieces,  the  collection  is 
particularly  strong  in  British  works  from  the  Georgian,  Victorian  and 
Modern  periods  and  is  also  rich  in  Canadian  artists’  work. 

The  exhibition  was  conceived  in  2009  to  commemorate  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  Beaverbrook  Art  Gallery  and  the  designation  of 
the  city  of  Fredericton  as  a  cultural  capital  of  Canada.

A  highlight  of  the  exhibition  is  Salvador  Dali’s  monumental 
painting,  "Santiago  El  Grande,”  which  revisits  the  traditional  theme 
of  Christ’s  ascension,  depicting  Saint  James  on  horseback  escorting 
Christ  into  heaven.  Other  works  in  the  exhibition  are  from  world- 
renowned  artists  such  as  Cranach,  Copley,  Gainsborough,  Constable, 
Reynolds  and  others.

Living  in  France  in 
1 972,  she  founded  the  group  “Les 
Amis  de  Oscar  Wilde”  of  which  she 
was  president  until  2006.  In  1986  she  created  the  literature  prize  of  the  Friend 
of  Oscar  Wilde  to  be  given  to  writers,  theater  and  movie  actors  or  people 
who  acted  or  lived  in  a  “Wildion  Manner.”  Interviewing  her  will  be  Giuliana 
Castellani  Koch,  who  holds  a  doctorate  degree  from  the  University  of  Florence, 
Italy  in  Italian  Literature.
